Affidavit by J. S. Jackson

On this fifth day of January, A. D. 


1920, personally appeared before me, 
a notary public, J. S. Jackson, who un- 
der oath makes the following state- 
ment: 


On the morning of Dec. 11, 1919, 


while enroute on my regular run from 
Seville to Barberville with the high 
school children, I found Miss Anale 
Laurie Smith between 
a, half and 


three-quarters of a. mile south of the 
Seville school house, her car bad stop- 
ped and refused to run. I did all I 
could to make the engine ran, but 
failed, except for a few minutes at a 
time. We finally got it to Priceville, 
where further attempts failed. We 
left the car there. Miss Smith going 
on the buss -to Barberville. After de- 
livering the high school children I 
went back after the car, accompanied 
by Darrell Raulerson and Sherill Dill- 
ard, and pulled the car to Pierson. 
Failing again to get the car to run 
we emptied the gasoline tank. 1 have 
worked with machinery all my life, I 
know as much about a Ford car ae 
any ordinary mechanic, and if the 
contents of the gasoline tank was not 
a composition of kerosene, water and 
gasoline, I do not know what kerosene 
oil is. At any rate, after the tank had 
been emptied and refilled, from the 
store tank at Dave George's store, the 
engine run all right. 


The front springs had beea taken 


loose on both sides, the bolts, nuts, 
.carter keys and one coil spring in 
part of the shock absorber were miss- 
ing. The horn was torn loose from 


the body of the car and the electric 
light wiring had either been cut or 
pulled loose in place. The car hid 
been rendered dangerous to be driven 
by any one. After making some re- 
pairs to the car we managed to get it 
to Barberville, where further repairs 
were made and it was then taken to 
DeLand. To take the springs loose 
as I found them required tools and a 
hand of some one who knows some- 
thing about cars.
